REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Luethi (3,907,904) discloses optical brighteners comprising alkoxy derivatives of 
distyryldiphenyl. Luethi does not teach compounds wherein each of R 2 - R 4 is alkoxy and at 
least two of the alkoxy groups are branched and have from 3 to 15 carbon atoms, as now set forth 
in the instant claims. 

Gries et al (US 2003/0186165) teach photopolymerizable compositions and optical 
brighteners therefor. See paragraph [0008] to [0009]. Paragraphs [0012] to [0023] disclose 
optical brighteners corresponding to formulas Ilia and Iva in instant claim 1 when R 2 -R 4 in the 
phenyl distyryl compound or R 3 in the diphenyl distyryl compound are -OMe. Gries et al do not 
teach compounds wherein each of R 2 - R 4 is alkoxy and at least two of the alkoxy groups are 
branched and have from 3 to 15 carbon atoms, as now set forth in the instant claims. 

EP 1 349 006 Al to Gries et al is equivalent in disclosure to Gries et al '165. 

EP 0 741 333 Al disclose optical brighteners such as benzoxazoles, stilbenes, triazines, 
etc. No compounds of the instantly claimed formulae are taught. 

WO 97/35232 discloses compositions comprising optical brighteners such as UVITEX 
OB™. However, the instantly claimed optical brighteners are not disclosed or suggested. 

Zertani et al (5,066,564) disclose compositions comprising a photoreducible dye 
corresponding to some of the optical brighteners disclosed by applicant but do not disclose 
optical brighteners having the formulae now set forth in claim 1 .
